Wardle’s Statement 

Banff, July 21.—“Notwithstand- 
ing the various stories that have 
been broadcast of the destruction 
through the forest fire that has been 
burning in the Kootenay national 
park in the Canadian Rockies the 
past fourteen days, there are two 
outstanding facts that must not be 
lost sight of,” stated J. M. Wardle 
yesterday. 

Mr. Wardle is chief engineer of 
the national parks of Canada and 
has been in active touch with the 
fire fighting since the fire started. 
“The two facts that are outstand- 
ing,” continued Mr. Wardle, “are, 
first, the fire has reached the Banff- 
Windermere highway for only five 
and onehalf miles out of the 93 miles 


| within the park limits, and today the 


only fires burning along the highway 
are small and confined to a small 
area. The second outstanding fact 
is that the fires have reached the 
really valuable timber to a very 
small extent and though disastrous 
as any forest fire is, that in the 
Kootenay park has so far principal- 
ly destroyed second growth timber 
on areas that were burned over prob- 
ably thirty years ago. 
Beauty Is Destroyed 

“Of course, for the five and one- 

half miles mentioned it has des- 


|troyed the scenic beauty and has 


been at deterrent to the tourist 
travel that was expected through 
the park highway this year, and as 
the highway was built especially for 
the tourists, every effort has been 
made to keep the road open for 
them 

“The outlook now is very promis-

follow the rules that we have laid 
down for their guidance. We close 
the road at night and keep it closed 
in the morning until our patrol has 
been through the burned area to 
clear it of any danger from trees or 
brush that may have fallen during 
the night. 
Explains Fatalitiy 

“A statement has been made that 
the driver of the car that was 
caught in the flames was not warned 
of danger. The answer to that is 
that any person of mature years who 
arrives at a point where forest fires 
are burning and where he ca nsee 
fire fighting apparatus along the 
road for many rods, where men are 
working like galley slaves with hose, 
axes and shovels to stop the spread 
of the flames, the danger should be 
apparent, and that is the exact con- 
dition that confronted the driver of 
the fatal. car. While I cannot say 
that I personally remember the ex- 
act car, the member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police stationed 
at the entrance to the fire zone 
states that he distinctly remembers 
the car and that the driver was 
warned.” 

Mr. Wardle and his fire fighters 
are very hopeful that the fire is 
confined to areas where it is ex- 
pected to burn out on the mountain 
slopes or else stop at the fire guards 
of sufficient width to stop its pro- 
gress.

FOR NATIONAL DEFENCE— 
ARMY, AIR FORCE AND 
NAVAL EXPENDITURES _IN-

Melbourne, Australia, July 20.— 
| Prime Minister Bruce said today 
that Australia at present is spend- 
ing much more for national defence 


| than ever, In 1924-25 the Australian 


government embarked on a defence- 
developing programme extending 
over five years, and involving a 
yearly expenditure of £1,000,000 in
